Washington, Jan. 3 — (AP) — 


The first union to be held guilty 
of an unfair labor practice under 
the Taft-Hartley act pledged to- 
day to "fight the case all the way 
to the U. S. Supreme Court if 
necessary". 


Herbert G. B. King, attorney for 


Local 74 of the AFL carpenters 
union at Chattanooga, Term., said 
he will go the limit in opposing 
/a ruling- handed down here yester- 
day by J. J. Fitzpatrick, an ex- 
aminer of the National Labor Re- 
lations board. 


Fitzpatrick held that Local 74 


engaged in a secondary boycott, 
banned by the new labor law as an 
unfair labor practice, by calling a 
strike of union carpenters when 
non-union flooring installers came 
to work along side of them on a 
Chattanooga home remodeling job. 


Wagner Act Limits 


The filing of unfair labor prac- 


tice charges was limited under the 
old Wagner act to those against 
employers only. The Taft-Hartley 
law permitted them to be filed 
against unions, too, for the first 
time. 


In another precedent-setting de- 


cision, Federal Judge Stephen W. 
Brennan issued the first injunc- 
tion under the Taft-Hartley law at 
Utica, N. y.. yesterday against 
Local 294 of the AFL Teamsters 
union. 


The injunction restrains the local 


from continuing six alleged un- 
fair labor practices—including one 
of so-called "feathor-beddmg", or

columnist, not to depart from the 
orthodox offers his contribution. 


As a matter of fact, prophecy 


isn't so difficult as the uninitiated 
might think. 
I really shouldn't 


disclose a top-drawer trade secret, 
but will give you one small tip 
from my colleague, A. P. Science 
Editor Howard Blakeslee. 
When 


I remarked that I was about to 
make a forecast he replied: 


"Why not ? All you have to do 


is look into the mirror for 1947 and 
it will tell you what to expect in 
'48.- 


Future Depends on Trend 


And of course it's true that we 


must read the future from the 
past. The first thing we see for 
'48 is that the all-important item 
of the year will be the development 
of the now strained relations be- 
tween the world's two dominant 
powers—Russia and America. The 
very way of life of mankind de- 
pends on the trend. 


The most important phase of 


this conflict in '48 is likely to be 
the battle for western Europe. The 
outcome will hinge on the degree 
of success of the Marshall plan for 
rehabilitation—a program against 
which Moscow has declared open 
and bitter warfare. 


If the Marshall plan succeeds, 


it will 
give 
the 
countries of 


western Europe the strength to 
withstand communist aggression. 
In short, the Bolshevists will be 
held along 
the 
Stettin-Adriatic 


line which they now occupy. 
This 


will mean that the dangers of 
another world war have been vast- 
ly lessened. 
On the other hand 


failure of the plan will permit 
t.he communists to sweep through 
to the English channel. That, in 
my view, would make global con- 
flict inevitable. 


Chant-oft Good at Present. 


As this is written the chances 


are good for sucess of the Mar- 
shall plan. 


Hard-hit Italy and France—both 


key countries in the rehabilitation 
program—art picking up. Material 
aM and American backing have 


a much n««4«4 morale 


which will carry these nations far. 


The signs read that America and 


Britain will have to take more 
decisive action to save Greece from 
Red aggression. The fate of this 
ancient and liberty loving Balkan 
state probably will be decided this 
year. 
As this column often has 


pointed out, Greece 
is 
of 
vast 


strategic importance to democracy. 


Totalitarian 
communism 
will 


continue to be one of the greatest 
issues in most countries. However, 
in western Europe and 
in 
the 


western hemisphere there will be 
a continuation of the present trend 
toward the right. 


China's Future Dark 


Barring 
unforseen 
mishaps, 


Britain's gallant fight for economic 
recovery will produce substantial 
results that will guarantee ulti- 
mate success. 
Her progress is 


being accompanied by a political 
swing of both left and right toward 
the center. 


The conflict between the Rus- 


sian bloc and the western democ- 
racies will continue to hamstring 
many vital activities of the United 
Nations. 


It will be a wonder if 12 months 


are enough time to bring peace to 
Palestine. 
The 
strife 
between 


Arab and Jew will be protracted. 


Things in China will continue to 


go from bati to worse, barring 
big-scale military assistance from 
outside. 
That vast country is in 


a state of chaos. 


Taking it all in all, I see no 


reason why we should be seriously 
pessimistic over the coming year. 
We mustn't forget that the world 
still is suffering grievously from 
the effects of the most destructive 
war in history, and a quick re- 
covery 
13 impossible. 
Moreover. 


we are in the throes of a conflict 
with an aggressive communism 
which derives strength from chaos. 
Still, the way is getting brighter.

Illinois Bar Group 
Revises Pee Scale 
I st Change Since '4 f 


Collecting bad debts or getting 


a divorc'c in this state is likely 
to cost you more money in 1948. 
but having a will drawn by an 
attorney will cost less, if attor- 
neys follow the line of the Illinois 
State Bar association. 


The association, in the current 


issue of the Illinois Bar Journal, 
has just published the first re- 
vision in its recommended sched- 
ule of minimum fees since 1941. 


Generally Observed 


The schedule generally is ob- 


served throughout the state, ex- 
cept where county bar associa- 
tions modify certain items to meet 
local conditions. 


In counties the size 
of 
Lee 


county, the fee for uncontested 
divorces goes up to $100, and if 
your attorney makes collection in 
full on a $500 debt the charge un- 
der the new schedule would run 
$84, compared with $75 under the 
old schedules. 
If a court suit is 


necessary, the cost is higher. 


Make Other Suggestions 


The fee for drawing an ordi- 


nary will was set at $10 in the 
counties with a population be- 
tween 25,000 and 150,000, such, 
as Lee. 


Also suggested were fees for 


general consultations arid prepa- 
ration of income tax returns, set 
at $10 per hour- for a county of 
this size, with a minimum for one 
consultation 
or less 
than 
one 


hour. 


If a lawyer takes his cue from 


the state 
association, 
he 
will 


charge a small county resident 
SlOO plus $12.50 an hour for the 
time spent in getting 
a 
case 


ready and taking it before a court 
of review. 
The bill will be 20 to 


65 per cent higher 
in 
larger 


counties. 


Favor Hourly Rates 


On the other hand, a. resident

Cook, Peoria. Winnebago or St. 
Clair may get his legal difficul- 
ties ironed out in a justice of the 
peace or police magistrate court 
for as little as $35.

regional director. 


The complaint embraces these 


accusations: 


1. That the locals 
refused 
to 


bargain in good faith, insisting on 
a contract that would maintain 
their closed shops are outlawed by 
the Taft-Hartley act. 


2. That the ITU and its locals 


"restrained and coerced" employes 
in job-printing houses by insisting 
on a closed shop, thus infringing 
on employes' unhampered collec- 
tive bargaining rights. 


3. That the ITU and the locals 


attempted to force these employ- 
ers to discriminate against non- 
ITU printers. 


Carmody said the union would 


have 10 days to answer the com- 
plaint. 
, 
Should the charges be sustained 


by a trial examiner, Carmody said, 
the NLRB could order the union 
and its locals to bargain collec- 
tively with the complaining em- 
ployer associations. The board is 
not empowered to take punitive 
action.

He was reelected in 1944 by a 


72,271 vote margin over Thomas 
J. Courtney of Chicago, Demo- 
crat. In the primary of that year, 
Green received 621,286 votes com- 
pared with 99.831 for Oscar Carl- 
strom of Aledo, his opponent. 


In 1939, Green was the Republi- 


can nominee for mayor of Chicago. 
He lost the election to former 
Mayor Edward J. Kelly.
